"Scandinavian  Languages  for 
Genealogists.”

17,  1954.  The  class  will  meet  each 
week  from  7 p.m.  until  9:30  p.m.

Elder  Henry  E.  Christiansen  oi' 
the  convention  staff  of  the 
Church  Genealogical  Society  and 
superintendent  of  research  of 
that  society,  will  be  the  instruc- 
tor.

Directing  Student  Program 
Bureau  activities  consists  of 
more  than  conducting  auditions 
for  talent  and  making  sure  that 
shows  go  on  the  road  in  proper 
order. 

The  chairman  of  the  Student 
Program  Bureau  is  responsible 
for  all  publicity,  keeping  a file 
of  auditioned  campus  talent,  and 
all  administrative  work.  He  is 
also  a member  of  the  Executive 
Council  cabinet. 

Bureau  chairman  is  Dick 
Clark.  All  functions  and  activi- 
ties center  around  his  office.  Un- 
der Dick  is  a first  vice  president, 
a second  vice  president,  a busi- 
ness manager,  and  a secretary. 
These  five  people  comprise  the 
entire  administrative  staff.  All 
• their  activities  are  coordinated 
with  Janie  Thompson  faculty  ad- 
viser. 


Letters  are  sent  by  the  chair- 
man to  bishops,  high  schools, 
ewie  organizations,  and  business 
clubs  throughout  the  Intermoun- 
tain West  to  acquaint  people 
the  services  of  the  bureau. 

When  an  organization  requests 
a show,  all  details  of  scheduling 
talent  to  participate,  transporta- 
tion, and  all  other  details  are 
turned  over  to  one  of  the  25  di- 
rectors. The  chairman  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  making  up  the 
shows. 

Although  the  directors  are  re- 
sponsible for  arranging  talent 
for  the  shows,  the  chairman 
must  see  to  it  that  all  arrange1 
ments  have  been  made,  and  that 
all  shows  leave  campus  in  prop- 
er order. 

Full  Days 

Because  of  popular  demand, 
sometimes  ten  shows  are  sent 
out  in  one  day.  At  times  these 
shows  are  gone  two  days  and 
may  make  as  many  as  six  ap- 
pearances during  one  tour. 

A complete,  up-to-date-  file  is 
kept  of  all  auditioned  talent  on 
campus.  This  file  has  the  talent 
segregated  in  sections  according 
to  types  of  entertainment,  i.e., 
singers,  dancers,  or  readers. 

Whenever  someone  is  audi- 
tioned for  talent,  their  names 
are  put  in  the  file  with  a code 
number  which  rates  their  ability 
compared  with  other  talent  on 
campus.  It  was  estimated  that 
over  ten  per  cent  of  the  student- 
body  are  listted  in  this  file.

Representatives  , from  BYU, 
Carbon  Junior  College,  Utah 
State,  University  hf  Utah,  and 
Weber  participated  in  interpre- 
tative speaking,  impromptu,  ex- 
temporaneous speaking  and  ora- 
tory.

Winning  the  trophy  three  con- 
secutive years  will  give  an  or- 
ganization permanent  possession 
of  the  award. 

Organizations  presenting  pep 
rallies,-  half-time  entertainment, 
or  other  pep  events  will  receive 
points.  There  are  a possible  50 
points  for  scheduled  events,  such 
as  rallies  and  games,  and  30 
points  for  unscheduled  events 
which  the  units  may  originate. 

Ten  points  will  be  given  for 
advertising,  ten  for  unit  partic- 
ipation, ten  for  originality,  ten 
for  organization,  and  ten  for  stu- 
dentbody  participation.

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PILGRIMS  OF  1953 

In  1632  a brave  band  of  Pilgrims  disembarked  from  the  good 
ship  Mayflower  and  entered  into  a new  life.  The  group  set  foot  in 
the  New  World  in  the  late  fall  of  the  year,  and  immediately  en- 
countered the  cold  and  inclement  weather  of  New  England.  They 
faced  hunger,  cold,  and  all  of  the  combined  hostilities  of  a new  and 
untamed  wilderness. 

Not  least  among  the  dangers  facing  these  pioneers  was  the 
Indian  menace,  although  some  friendly  relations  were  at  first 
maintained.  The  Red  Men  were  in  general  a menace  which  de- 
manded unwavering  vigilance. 

Next  Thursday  another  brave  band  of  pilgrims  will  set  forth  on 
a pioneering  expedition.  While  the  destination  .us  more  or  less  civi- 
lized, these  modern  Pilgrims  will  face  many  of  the  same  difficulties 
which  their  predecessors  encountered.

It  would  be  well  for  every  Brigham  Young  University  student 
to  think  twice  before ' degrading  himself,  his  school,  and  Church  by 
resorting  to  similar  retaliation.

2.6  mile  jaunt.  Upon  measuring 
the  course  again,  officials  found 
it  to  be  short  one  lap  of  the  in- 
side track. 

Could  Break  Record 

Coach  Robinson,  Cougar  track 
and  field  mentor,  stated  that, 
“Both  boys  are  capable  of  break- 
ing the  1948  record.”  Lundell  set 
the  Skyline  Conference  two-mile 
record  last  spring.  James  and 
Lundell  elected  to  hit  the  tape 
in  a dead  heat  as  they  have  a 
countless  number  of  times. 

The  Val  Hyric  social  unit 
chalked  up  169  points  to  win 
team  honors  and  set  a new  rec- 
ord for  a single  team.  They 
placed  four  men.  Other  unit 
scores  were  as  follows:  Brig- 
adiers, 60;  Yankee  Club,  58;
